We judge Robert Sandford 
a fit Perfon to travel, -having the Lingua , and underftanding' the 
Trade of the Country ; and upon a Promife.of Mr. Young (one 
of our Adventurers), that he .ihould travel ; for which Reafons 
we have advanced his ^Wages to Thirty Pounds per Annum ; ' 
and William ‘Apnngfon, called in the Bay Red-cap , whom we 
have again entertained in our Service j as alfo John Vincent ;

ing informed of the Humour and Nature of thefe ftrange Peo¬ 
ple, I may know the better how to manage them at their Ar¬ 
rival. I have fent the faid young Man a new Commiffion, and 
ncceflary Inftrudticns,. with a Supply of thofe Things he wrote’ 
for, that he might the better 1 accomplilh the End I fent him for, 
and gave him Charge to fearch diligently for Mines, Minerals, 
or Drugs of what Kind foever, aqd to bring Samples of them 
down with him ; and- for other joung Men qualified to'under¬ 
take fuch a Journey, when I fee their Willingnefs, and find it 
convenient, I will not fail. to give them, by his Example, all 
fuitable Encouragement.

W E are glad that Henry Kelfey is fafe returned, and brought a 
good Fleet of Indians down with him; and hope he has 
effedted that which he was fent about in keeping -the Indians 
from warring one with another*? that they may have- the more 
- Tame, to look after their Trade, and bring a larger Quantity, of 
Furs, and other Trade, with them to the Fadfory ; which you 
alfo may difluade .them from when they are with you, "by telling 
them what Advantages they may make ; that the more Furs they 
bring,' the more Goods they wilPbe able topurchafe of us,' which 
will enable them to live more comfortably,- and keep them from 
Want in time of Scarcity; and that you. inculcate into them 
better Morals than • they yet under (land ; that it-doth advantage 
them nothing to kill and deftroy-one another; that_ thereby they; 
may fo weaken themfelves, that the wild ravenous Beafts may 
grow too numerous for them, and deftroy thofe that furvive : 
BefideSj if fair Means will not prevail, you may tell them, if 
they war and- deftroy one another, thofe that are the Occafion 
of it, whoever they are, you will not fell them any more Guns, 
Powder,~'or Shot; which will expofe^them to their Enemies, 
who will have the Mafter of them, and quite deftroy them from 
-the Earth, them, and their Wives and Children; which muft 
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work fome Terror in them; and that yon are fent thither to keep 
Peace amongft them ; and that on the other Side, if they do live 
peaceably and quietly withput Wat, you will let them have any 
thing you ha«e for their Support, and be kind to them all, and 
fupply them with all Neceflaries, let their Number be ever fo 
great.

24th. Setting forward' again, about Noon came up with their 
Tents they had left To-day, they having .increafed from Two to 
Seven •, -a’ndxabout Six "in the Evening came up with,them,they 
having nothmg to eat but Grafs and Berries,-Part of'which' they 
gave to me ; fo in the Evening their People returned from'Hunt? 
ing ; one had killed Two Swans, and another a Buck Mule, Part 
of which they gave to me; we having travelled To-iday about 20

25th. Phis Morning I dcltrcd them not to pi&h very far, but 
to ftay for them which were behind; which accordingly they did : 
About Ten Miles came to.

Strangers -I had left formerly ; and in'the Afternoon ditrie "Four 
Indians Poll from thofe Which are called'the piayyLtofflWKz Ptett, 
the which 1 kindly intreated, and made very much of, inquiring 
for their Captain; who gave me an Account, that he was Two

fent me-: So he, feemed to be very well contented, and told me

me-to the Factory. But it happened in the Winter after I parted 
. with them, that the Nay hat haway s Indians'cdsns up with Two

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Tents of them, and killed them;; which-ftruck a new Fear into 
them, and they would not venture down, fearing that the Kay¬ 
hathaway s would not let them.up into their own Country again: 
So when I was at "Deerings Point , in the Spring, which is the 
Place of Refortation, when they are coming down to trade, I 
had News came, that the Captain aforefaid had fent me a Pipe 
and Steana of his own making 5 and withal- that if I would fend 
him a Piece of Tobacco from the Fa&ory, he would certainly 
come down the next Year; but if not, the Beaver which- is in 
their Country are innumerable, and. will certainly be brought 
down every Yealr. So having not to inlarge, I reft.

I N humble Obedience to your Lordfhips Order in Council 
of the 4th of February laft, reprefenting that, by an Qrder in 
Council, bearing Date the ?< 5 th Day of January laft, there was 
referred to your Lordfhips the humble Petition of Arthur Dqbbs," 
Efq; and the reft of the Committee, appointed by the Subfcribers 
for finding out a Pafiage to the Weftern and Southern Qceanpf 
America , for themfelves, and the other Adventurers; and that 
your Lordfhips, haying taken the faid Petition into Confidera- 
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tion, were pleafed to refer the fame to Us, to confidcr thereof, 
and report our Opinion thereupon to your Lordlhips. 

Which Petition fets forth, That the Petitioners, in the Year 
1746. did, ‘at-their own Cofts *nd Charges, fit out Two Ships 
upbn an Expedition in Search of the North-Weft Paflage to the 
Weftern and Southern Ocean of America, in order to extend 
the Trade, and incrcafe the Wealth and Power of Great Britaihi 
by finding out new Countries and Nations to trade with, as well 
in the great North-Weftern Continent of America, beyond Hud- 
fon’s Bay , as in Countries ftill farther diftant, and hitherto un-r 
known to the Europeans; and alfo to many large and populous 
Iflands in that great Weftern Ocean. 

Thatjtlie Petitioners, by means of the fai^ Expedition, hayc 
made feveral'Difcoveries of Bays, Inlets, and Coafts, before un¬ 
known s and have a reafonabld Profped of finding a Paflage to 
the Southern Ocean., by Sea, although the Difcovery may not 
be perfeded without repeated Trials, upon Account of theDifd 
Acuities and Danger of fearching different unknown Inlets and, 
Streights, and failing through new Seas, and of procuring Men 
of Refolution, Capacity, and Integrity, to purfuc it effedualfy. 

- That the Petitioners find, that the Reward of 20,000 /. given 
by Parliament, is not adequate to the Expence the Adventurers 
muft be at 'to perfed thqDifcovcry, they having already expended 
above, half that Sum in their late Expedition. 

That the Petitioners find, that, upon a former Attempt, his 
Majefty’s Predeceflor King 'Charles the Second, as a fuitable En¬ 
couragement, granted a Royal Charter to the Governor and Com¬ 
pany of Adventurers of England, trading to Hudfon’s Bay , 
making them a Body Corporate for ever, upon their. Petition, 
Petting forth, That they had, at their own proper Cofts and 
Charges, made an Expedition to difeover a new Paflage into' the 
South Sea, and for finding fome Trade of Furs, Mines, and other 
Commodities; and gave them the foie Property of all the Lands 
they fhould difeover, together with an exclusive Trade, to all 
the Countries within Hudfon s Streights, not in Poflelfion of 
any of his Subjeds, or pfany other Chriftian Power, with the 
Royalties of Mines, Minerals, Gems, and Royal Fifh, to enable 
them to find o ut th e Paflage, extend the Trade, and to plant 
the Countries they fhould difeover, paying Two^Elks and Two 
black Beavers whenever, and as often as, his Majefty, and his Sue-

ceffors, fliould enter their Territories; granting to them the 
greateft Privileges as Lords Proprietors, laving only their'Faith 
and Allegiance to the Crown of Great Britain.

of Years as may be granted to Difcoverers- of new Arts and Trade., 

■to all fuch Countries into .which they fhall extend their Trade by 
Land or by. Water, not already granted by A& of Parliament to 
other Companies, referving to the prefent Company of.Adven- 
. turers trading, to Hudfon's-Bay , all the Forts, Factories, and Set¬ 
tlements they at prefent occupy and poffefs- -.With a reafonable 
Diftridt round each of their'Poffeffio’ns' 4 and Factories; or that 
his Majefty would 1 be pleafed to grant the Petitioners fuch pther 
Relief and Encouragement as to his Majefly in. his great Wifdom^.

” We have taken the fame into Confideration, and have been 
attended by Counfel both in behalf of tile Petitioners, and the 
Uudfon's-Bqy Company, who oppofe. the Petition, as it interferes 
with their Charter. 

"The Petitioners infilled on Two general Things: That the 
Company’s Charter was either void in its original Creation, or 
became forfeited by the Company's Condudt -under it. 


That the Petitioners have, by their late Attempts to difeover 
the North-Weft Pafiage and Navigation in thofe Parts, merited 
the-Favour petitioned for. . 


As to the Firft, the Petitioners endeavoured to fhew, That 
the Grant of the Country and Territories included in the Com¬ 
pany’s Charter was void, for theUncertainty of its Extent, be¬ 
ing bounded by no Limits of Mountains, Rivers, Seas, Latitude, 
or Longitude ; and that the Grant of the ©x^ufive Trade within 
fuch Limits as' there were, was a Monopoly, and void on that 


account.

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( With refped to both thefe, confidering how long the Compa¬ 
ny have enjoyed and aded under this Charter, without Interru¬ 
ption or Encroachment, we Cannot think it advisable for hisMa- 
jefty to make any exprefs or implied Declaration againft the Vali¬ 
dity of it, till there has been fome Judgment of a Court of 
' Juftice to warrant it ; and the rather, becaufefif the Charter is 
void in either .refped, there is nothing to hinder the Petitioners 
from exercifing the fame Trade which the Company now carries 
on; and the Petitioners own Grant, if" obtained, will itfelf be 
liable, in a great Degree, to the fame Objedion. 

As to the fuppofed Forfeiture of the Company’s Charter, by 
Nonufer or Abufer, the Charge upon that Head is of feveral 
•Sorts; viz. That they have mot difcovered/nor fufficiently at¬ 
tempted to difcover,= the North-Weft Paflage into the South-Seas; 
or Weftern-Ocean: • r - 

That they have not extended their Settlements through the Li¬ 
mits'of their Charter-; * .. 

That t they have defjgnedly confined their Trade to a very nar¬ 
row Compafs ; ^nd have for that Purpofe abufed,th & Indians y 
negleded their own Forts, ill-treated their own Servants, and en¬ 
couraged zheFrench. . . .

But on Confideration of all the Evidence laid before us, -by 
many Affidavits, on both Sides (herewith inclofed), we think 
thefe Charges are either not fufficiently fupported in point* of 
Fad, or in a great meafure accounted Tor from the Nature or 
Circumftances of; the Cafe. 

As to the Petitioners Merit, it confifts in the late Attempts 
made to difcover the fame Paflage ; which, however as yet un- 
fuccefsful in the main Point, may probably be of Ufe hereafter 
in that Difcovery, if it fhould ever be made, or in /bpenirig 
fome Trade_or other, if any fhould hereafter be found, practi¬ 
cable ; and have certainly loft the Petitioners confiderable Sums 
of Money.; .
